Starting with this issue of the Harvest a survey will be made 
on a subject dealing with the students, This week's survey is on 
the "CC snack-bar"* The survey was made last monday during lunch 
hour; fourty students answered our questions. UJe believe that by 
questionning this amount of students, we can get a good idea of the 
opinion of the MAC students using this cafeteria.

To the questions which item do ycu buy the most often at the 
snack-bar , . 50% of the people answered sandwiches (grilled or cold), 
25% answered beverages the other 25% were distributed in the other 
categories (desserts, hamburgers etc.). 

To the question how would you qualify of the food at the Snack- 
bar, 70% of the people answered fair 25% said that it was good. 
70% of the people answered that the type of Yogurt offered did not 
satisfy them. 80% answered that the beverages satisfied them. 70% 
of the students answered that the "daily special" did not satisfy 
them. (one girl even told me that she got sick for two weeks from it ) 
The majority of the people questionned answered that they were satis- 
fied with the sandwich offered? although many of them would like to 
see more brown bread sandwiches and more "stuff" in them. 

To the questions what improuments would you see concerning: 

1- Yogurt; 70% answered that they would really appreciate other brand, 
such as Delisle or Crescent. 

2- Saladss 70% of the student s uj ould like to see salads offered at 
the snack-bar* 

3- 80% of the students would like to see better quality cheeses offeree 

4- Apple and orange juice have been criticized by many students who i 
would like to see better tasting juice. 

From the results obtained, I would like to draw some conclusions, 
First of all that there is a definite need for fresh food, like salads 
or fruits. The quality of cheese offered does not seem to satisfy 
most people; a wider variety of cheese should be offered. The Yog- 
gurt offered does not suit the vast majority of people, other brands j 
should be available (Delisle,- Crescent). Most people were satisfie 
with the beverages offered although some stated that more "natural" 
juices sho Id be provided. 

The daily special obviously needs improvment; you can never make, 
never make a gourmet dish out of heated frozen foods. Good hot meal* 
should be provided as an alternative to sandwiches which most people 
eat because they dont have any other choice. Stews for example 
could be offered and would not require too much space and work. As 
can be seen from this survey, some improvments need to be done at 
this snack bar.. After all,, it is owned by the MAC community and it 
should provide the students with what they want...

Almost all sectors of the C£~ 
nadian food industry dairy, pro- 
cessed meats, cereals, and proces- 
sed .fruits and vegetables- are mo- 
ving towards increased concentra- 
tion. This mas one of the main 
themes of a presentation by B.C. 
orchardinst/political economist/ 
writer, Jack UJarnock. 

lilarnock f s new book , "Profit 
Hungry t The Food Industry in' Cana- 
da" is hot off the press. Sponso- 
red by the Ecolif estyles group, 
UJarnock outlined the hnak J s major 
points to an audience of 30 people 
on November 27 in the (Ylacdonald 
Stewart Faculty Lounge. 

Linked with increased concen- 
tration is the growth of the con- 
glomerate in the food industry, 
UJarnock says. Large firms are ta- 
king over smaller businesses and 
integrating both vertically and 
horizontally. An example of this 
would be a large bakery like Wes- 
ton's which takes over not only 
other bakeries (horizontal inte- 
gration) but also buys up flour 
mills, packaging plants, and re- 
tail outlets (vertical integrati- 
on). This increases such a compa- 
ny's profits, and also its power 
to manipulate prices and profits 
within the bread-making industry. 



UJarnock believes that mar- 
keting is the key to success in 
the food industry and that huge 
U.S. firms like Kra t and Del 
Monte hold this key. Because 
the amount of advertising varies I 
with the size of the firm, lar- 
ger companies command the lar- 
gest share of attention to their ) 
products. ;. 



"UJe are part of the Ameri* - 
can food culture 11 , UJarnock said. 
Canadians are seen as an exten- 
sion of the Northern U.S. market. 
Canadinas have almost unlimited 
access to American media, so A .- 
merican firms can spend money 
to advertise in magazines and 
on television and get the added 
bonus of overflow advertising in 
Canada .

Howie Grossar has raised an issue that has bsen 
mentioned many times among Pfiacdonald students. Ho- 
ujie points out tha prof it eering element that is qui- 
te evident in the management policy of tha Bar Disco. 
He illustrates the futility of efforts to change this 
approach and happened once to mention JAC students. 
That was enough! Presto: cries of prejudice and un- 
fairness, even uiithin the same issue of the Harvest, 
Never mind the fact that Howies point is directed 
towards the Bar Disco operation and that he made no 
attempt to discuss the tangential issue of 3AC stu- 
dents use of the Bar! 



Howie f s message is obviously being missed by 
some. The C.C. was built by f/lac students (of the 
past), for Pflac student, using Mac student's fees 
(compulsory). The Bar Disco was built as a place, 
in the C.C., where mac students could relax with mu- 
sic and friends while enjoying a drink. Operating 
such a place obviously requires a few rules and a 
certain orderly and businesslike approach, specially 
with respect to crowd control, liquor licensing and 
bookkeeping. The operators are obligated, as emplo- 
yees of [Ylacdonald 1 s student body to provide drinks, 




music and, within reason, a suitable atmosphere for: 
the clientele (namely us - their employers). Sine, 
the place is student run, we would expect that they I 
would be awqire of these requirements. However, the 
privileges and hence prestige often felt by these 
people (goodness knows why) often seems to interfe- 
re with the basic prrposes of the Bar Disco. 

Generally the business approach has worked 
well in keeping the bar operating smoothly and I f m 
sure this is appreciated by all. Nonetheless it 
has become a bit out of hand, at the expanse of the 
student bar envisioned by many past and present Mac 
students (the employers). UJe are now confronted 
with line-ups, poor ventilation (related to crow- 
ding and smoke) loud and often unsuitable music, 
drinks that are priced for profit, if you can get 
a waitress or bartender to serve you, and uncornfor- 
tabl e and crowded seating. 

Anyone should be able to order a glass of wa- 
ter from an employee in their own establishment, 
or any such place as far as I'm concerned. Not 
being a confirmed alcoholic I choose to do this on 
occasion and once, to my amazement the individual

behind the bar shook his head, negative! 
Doubting his seriousness I reexpressed my 
wishes and met with: 11 UJe don f t make any mo- 
ney on water, you know!". An easy lesson 
in what it takes to annoy clientele and em- 
ployers. Such behaviour would result in im- 
mediate loss of job anywhere else, I also 
question the practice of staff selection* 
The same people have been operating for a 
long time and an obvious clique exists. 
I f ve seen very remarkably incompetent (even 
drunkards) get hired in place of previous 
competent individuals who didn't fit the cli- 
que. 

One waitress was dropped because "she 
didn't dress right" though she did a fine job 
and dressed better that average, I guess 
she didn't fit in well enough. Some Mac stu- 
dents may be willing to tolerate some of the 
Bar Disco's bad points, but never tell us that 
we may not have a drink of water when you are 
working for us in our bar . Things may have 
improved recently but as of last spring they 
were still going downhill.

Many of these faults can be seen as being 
related to the dollar sign, par ticularily the 
crowds and prices. Fortunately most of the 
profits are recycled into the bar (slight) or 
to the student's council bureaucracy. But, 
as Howie points out, Mac students are already 
contributing to this system in the form of 
students fees. Perhaps Mac students would 
be in favour of a reduction of profits in ex- 
change for the envisioned Mac-bar. This could 
begin with a reduction in capacity and the ad- 
mission of a limited proprotion of 3AC students, 
so as to provide a margin to allow a number 
of Mac students quick entry into their bar. 
I'm sure Mac doesn't overrun the JAC facilities we use and surely you 
cannot accuse us (Sue) of being cheap because we want partial freedom 
to exercise our own (paid) privileges to some small extent. Profitee 
ring can be a dirty word and how we lose in our own bar is a major 
part of Howie's message. 3AC students were not the point and yet it 
appears to be the excuse used to discredit Howie's argument. I hope 
our various student representatives don't have their heads burried in 
sand as well.
